1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
claims a compound having formula I, 



Richter et al., U.S. Pre Grant Publication 2005/0067951 , discloses triarylamines used in 
electronic devices. Richter fails to teach the triarylamine of formula I of present claim 1 
and formula (III) of present claim 9. Applicant claims process for producing a polymer of 
instant formulae (I) and (II). The closest prior art, Tokoli et al., U.S. Patent Number 
4,665,000; Richter et al., U.S. Pre Grant Publication 2005/0067951 and Nukada et al., 
JP 2000-143786, disclose triarylamines used in electronic devices. None of Tokoli, 
Richter or Nukada discloses a process of producing a polymer by reacting two or more 




as defined in claim 1 . Additionally, 



applicant claims a compound having formula III, 




as defined in claim 9. The closest prior art,

of compounds having the general formulae of (I) or (III) in the presence of copper, nickel 
or palladium catalyst at a temperature of 22 deg C to 1 50 deg C for 24 to 92 hours to 
form a first polymer; treating the polymer with an endcapping group and further reacting 
the capped polymer for 24 to 48 hours.
